ELECTION DAY IS QUIET ONE 


Few Challenges Are Made, But Wo­ 


men Are Active About Polls— 


Fewer Votes on Books. 


The third local option election ev­ 
er held in Rushville proper 
passed 
off quietly today with less challeng­ 
ing and fewer indications 
that an 
election of such vast interest was 
being held than ever 
before. 
The 
casual observer 
would 
not 
know 
what was 
taking place 
unless he 
chanced 
to come up to a 
polling 
place. 


Excitement and concern over the 
result was “in the air,*' but it was 
suppressed, and there was a gener­ 
al hesitancy making predictions. The 
“ wet” and “dry” leaders, 
however, 
were free to forecast that it should 
go their way. 
Few 
persons 
were 
placing the m ajority either way over 
one hundred and many very careful 
men were guessing that the ma jority 
would be below fifty. 


As has always been found to he 
the case, the big fifth precinct— the 
factory 
precinct—held 
the 
upper 
hand. 
The “ wets“ 
were 
claiming 
the precinct and by that means they 
hoped to carry 
the 
city, 
but 
the 
“dry*” were not eoneeeding 
it 
to 
them by any means. 
There was ad- 
midded to be a bare possibility, how­ 
ever, that the 
precinct 
could 
go 
“ wet” and still the “drvs" 
would 
win a majority. 


This contention was supported by 
the fact that 
the 
precinct 
voted 
“dry’* by 85 votes two years ago and 
still the “drys” won by 1)8 votes, a 
margin of 13. 
It was thought the 
precinct would he close either way. 
On the other band, in 1911 when the 
city went “ wet” by 50 votes, the fifth 
was “dry” 50 votes.

County Recorder Brooks has bad 
no trouble from persons making real 
estate transfers regarding the plac­ 
ing of “war" tax stamps upon the 
documents.

sideration was placed at one dollar. 
The rule to he followed is that the 
recorder must find out the true con­ 
sideration or the true value and have

placed on the document. 
Fifty cents worth of stam ps are 
required for each $100 of value in the 
real estate transfers. 
In many in­ 
stances the amount is placed at $1 
and other considerations* 
In cases 
of this kind Recorder 
Brooks 
re­ 
quires the person filing the deed to 
state the exact amount of the con­ 
sideration or the value of the prop­ 
erty. 
In 
several of 
the 
surrounding 
counties 
the 
recorders 
have 
not 
found the 
true value 
or 
the true 
amount of the transaction in which 
$1 is given as the amount. 
The in­ 
ternal revenue office 
has 
informed 
these recorders that they will have 
to 
find 
out 
tiie 
true 
value 
of 
these 
transactions 
and 
in 
many 
C«>es the recorders will likely have 
to make up some of the difference 
out of their own pockets as there is 
not much chance of collecting all of 
it from the people who recorded the 
deeds. 
The recorder here has been on the 
safe side all the time and has iu- 
sisted that he he told the value of the 
real estate, and if he is not told tlie 
true value, the blame is not placed 
on him. 
The mistake on the part of 
the county recorders was 
brought 
about on account of a m isunderstan­ 
ding of the law regarding the “w ar” 
tax stamps. 
The law provides that the record­ 
er shall he personally responsible for 
tin collectior of the right amount of 
money 
and 
for 
this 
reason, Mr. 
Brooks has 
been 
very 
particular 
about collecting the “ war” tax.

Official Washington was most anx­ 
ious over the F arran zista’s* growing 
trength. 
For some weeks Villa has 
been counted on to clarify the situa­ 
tion by crushing the “ first chief.’’ In 
tin* past few days the “first chief” 
has severely repulsed lii> rival. 
One of the latent developments, it 
leoken out today, was the reply sent 
by the Carranza to American repre­ 
sentation;-, rippling 
with 
defiance. 
The details were not known, but it 
was evident that not only Washing­ 
ton government heads 
but 
foreign 
diplomats here were 
gravely 
con­ 
cerned. 
Border conditions 
were 
somewhat 
threatening at Matamoras but were 
much more so at Nuevo Laredo. Gen­ 
eral Funston reported Yillistas mov­ 
ing strongly on the latter place. The 
Carranza commander there announc­ 
ed he would fight. 
W ar department 
officials admitted field artillery might 
he ordered to Laredo, Texas to pro­ 
tect the property and lives of Ameri­ 
cans in case the fighting became se­ 
vere. 
At M atamoras the lull 
does 
not 
promise to last long. 
Villa was be­ 
lieved to be delaying only while he 
brought up reinforcements to meet 
the enemy.

Four of the passengers and four

iixty-one pasengers and forty-three 
£ the crew are missing. 


The Aguila had a crew of 
forty- 
wo and three passengers, 
and

ill the passengers were lost. 


In both cases on sighting the sub- 
uarine the captain tried to

Animal Diseases 


The su bject 
of animal 
diseases 
and their control receiv ed consider­ 
able attention at the recent session. 
This was du e to the v ery great loss­ 
es which hav e been su ffered du ring 
the last few y ears from hog cholera, 
foot and mou th disease and 
other 
contagiou s animal diseases. 
Many 
hills were introdu ced concerning hog 
cholera and the testing and appro­ 
v al of seru ms for its prev ention and 
for the control of other diseases. 
Three laws were passed each of 
considerable impo rta nce. The 
first 
prov ides for the pay ment of 
dam­ 
ages cau sed by the ou tbreak of the 
foot and mou th disease in 19 14. The 
state’s share in this ex pense is u p- 
j prox imately $125,009 , 
The federal 
gov ernment paid an equ al amou nt. 
No fu nds were av ailable at the time 
of the epidemic and the state was re­ 
qu ired to assu me the obligation. The 
state is now meeting its part of the 
damages ou t of the appropriation of 
$125,000. 
Pay ments are made u pon 
the order of the gov ernment when 
certificates of appraisement made by 
the federal officers are presented to 
him by the state v eterinarian. 


I’he seco nd law o f great signifi­ 
cance was the au thorizing the state 
v eterinarian to establish ru les 
and 
regu lations concerning the mov ement 
and transportation of animals, feed, 
that may carry 
disease 
and 
the 
blankets, sacks or 
other 
material 
mov ement of people to and from pre­ 
mises where diseases may ex ist and 
prov iding tor the disinfection of pre­ 
mises or materials coming from' any 
place where the contagiou s 
disease 
of domestic animals ex ists. 


I’he state v eterinarian is requ ited 
to pu blic ru les and regu lations anil 
to post the same on the premises and 
also in the v icinitv where the foat 
and mou th disease ex ists and pu blish 
the same in one or more newspapers. 
A copy is also tiled with the cou nty 
au ditor who mu st pu blish the same 
in one or more newspapers in the 
cou nty . Animal- may hi* mov ed from 
an infected district only when ap­ 
prov ed by the state v eterinarian by 
any animals mov ed are at all times 


under the co ntro l o f the sta te v eter­ 
ina ria n. 
It is ma de unla wful fo r a ny per­ 
so n to o ffer a ny a nima ls fo r sule o r 
tra de fo r fo o d purpo ses 
sho wing 
phy sica l sy mpto ms o f disea se unless 
it lia s been inspected a nd pa sed by 
the sta te v eterina ria n o r his a ssis­ 
ta nt o r by the 
iedera l 
inspecto rs. 
The sta te v eterina ria n is giv en the 
po wer to sla ughter a ll do mestic a ni­ 
ma ls tha t ha v e fo o t a nd mo uth dis­ 
ea se o r gla nders a nd 
destro y 
a ny 
feed o r o ther ma teria ls tha t ma y dis­ 
tribute the co nta gio n a nd the o wners 
sha ll be reimbursed a t a fa ir ca sh 
v a lue to be determined by a ppra ise­ 
ment a t this time. 
To a id the sta te v eterina ria n the 
bo a rd o f co unty co mmissio ners o f 
the co unty , a fter a n a ppro pria tio n 
ha s been ma de by the co unty co uncil 
ma y a ppo int for a perio d designa t­ 
ed by them a co unty 
v eterina ria n 
who mu st be a gra dua te of a v eter­ 
ina ry college and licensed to pra c­ 
tice v eterina ry medicine in the co un­ 
ty . 
The co unty v eterina ria n 
is re­ 
qu ired to report ou tbreaks of 
dis­ 
ea se and to make inv estigations o f 
disease when requ ested by the sta te 
v eterinarian. 
He receiv es fiv e do l­ 
lars a day fo r each day a ctua lly en­ 
gaged in work. 
A special iand of $50,00 per y ear 
is laid aside by the law as an emer­ 
gency fu nd to be ex pended u pon the 
order of the gov ernor in 
a pay ment 
for slau ghtered animals. 
The law 
makes a penalty of $25.00 to $250.00 
or imprisonment for not more than 
six ty day s or both fine and imprison­ 
ment for any person who v iolates the 
law or who v iolates any ru les or reg­ 
u lations made in carry ing it ou t. 
The third law relates to hog chol­ 
era. 
It amemls the act pa ssed in 
19 LJ so as to make more specific the 
prov isions relating to infected hogs 
ru nning at large or m highway s or 
adjoining fields or other owners, 
it 
is made u nlawfu l for any owner of 
hogs affected with hog cholera 
to al­ 
low them to ru n at large 
on public 
highway or iu any fields or another 
or to ex pose other swine to the dis­ 
ease by allowing infected hogs to ru n 
in fields adjoining others owners in 
which hogs are confined 
o r to hav e 
access to ru nning water that may 
flow throu gh other fields where swine 
are confined 
Ev ery owner is re­ 
qu ired to prov ide for the safe and 
proper confinement of hogs affected 
with hog cholera.

“We will now p resent to y ou the 
ev idence on behalf of the p rodu cers, 
ship p ers, and consu mers of this wes­ 
tern p art of the nation. 


“Ou r object is not to make a g en­ 
eral onslau g ht u p on the credit 
of 
these western railroads. 
The resu lt 
of ou r efforts will be rather to help 
to 
establish 
the 
sou ndness 
and 
sireu g th of their credit. 
“As indicating conditions in the 
territory inv olv ed only the testimony 
of the Presidents of 
the 
Chicag o 
Great Western Railroad, the Miss­ 
ou ri Pacific Railway , and the Miss­ 
ou ri, K ansas and Tex as Railway was 
introdu ced. 
Nothing fu rther need be 
said. 
This commission and the p u b­ 
lic knows whether they rep resents 
ty p ical linos or weakling . 
This p ro­ 
cedu re is in marked contrast to that 
p u rsu ed by the Eastern

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Gaphic Description of Life in the 
Trenches By a College Professor 


(B y United Pre» « .; 
Huntington. Ind., Mar. 30.— A de­ 
scription of life in the trenches of 
tin French army , as ex perienced and 
written b y a polished college profess­ 
or serving as a eorporul, has come to 
Mrs. J. H. Malott of Huntington in 
the form of a letter written b y the 
Frenchman to his American wife in 
Paris. 
Tin* letter was forwarded to 
America to show how little the wait­ 
ing women of Europe are allowed to 
know ab out their loved ones. 


The professor-corporal is 
Louis 
t'ons, who was professor of French 
at Bry n Mawr when war was declar­ 
ed. 
He hurried to France and enter­ 
ed the army . 
His wife was with him. 


Mrs. Cons is an American girl, re- 
tnemb ered in Huntington 
as 
M i s s 
Jeanette Curtis, 
Mrs. Cons won a 
fellowship at Swarthmore and went 
to Germany to study . 
There she met 
Louis Cons. 
Cons could not sp« *ak 
English, and his wife could not speak 
French. 
However, b oth could speak 
German and 
their 
courtship 
w a s 
carried on in a language foreign to 
b oth their native tongues. Later they 
came to America. 


The letter fnom Cons to his wife 
which was copied and forwarded b y 
Mrs. Cons follows: 


“Can y ou imagine y our corporal 
husb and still all white with the chalk 
of the trenches, still smelling of the 
powder and the lever of the tiring 
line, can y ou imagine him com fort­ 
ab ly seated in the great hail (Salle 
«I Honncur) of a modern t wnhall, 
and writing these lines to y ou 
on 
paper of imposing size and 
on 
a 
Henry Fifty tab le f For ray part it 
all seems tonne a sort of Haroun-al- 
raschidian fantasy — and I can’t get 
over it. 
Nevertheless for two day s 
past and for two day s 
mure—-oh 
b rief roy alty !— I am secretary of tin* 
military b ureau in the large town 
or little city of V— where we are in 
the rest-cantonm ent 
b efore 
going 
b ack to the lines. 


“My functions eon-ust m taking 
my place in the said hall b y the said 
tab le not fa r from an antiq ue fire­ 
place in which flames a good b ig fire, 
fragrant or resin, and in drawing up 
passes for the vine-growers who are 
going to their vine-y ards,— for here 
we are iu the country « » f the wine of 
the kings. 
It is the flrst town we 
have seen in this region which has 
not b een b omb arded, and we are a s ­ 
tonished to see houses intact and 
streets not torn up b y 
ex ploding 
shells! 
The inhab itants are hospit- 


searcely touched them. Nevertheless 


the enemy is not far awav and the 


music of the cannon 
follows 
us 
faithfully . 
“In the evening if y ou could go 
with me upon the little hill y onder 
y ou would wonder at the prodigious 
firework* of 
the 
ex ploding 
shells 
¡from the b ig cannon or the 
signal 
rockets which go off like shooting 
stars and spread o ut oil the horizon 
in b lue flower-like flames. 
“Certain aspects of this atrocious 
struggle are 
fairy -like, 
theatrical. 
When there is a b omb ardment 
our 
soldiers call it the Fourth of July . 
1 b eliev e that for many of them (es­ 
pecially among the y oung men of the 
active service) the war is a sort of 
celeb ration with lots 
of 
accidents, 
‘b roken crockerf* as they put it. 
If 
y ou knew how magnificently 
b rave 
they arc, these b ovs of twenty ! With 
out patriotic ex aggeration, or journ­ 
alistic b omb ast, they 
are 
simply 
stunning. On the tiling line, they are 
the ones who b rave up the older men 
the 
homesick 
and 
the 
anx ious 
fathers of families. 
It is touching 
b ey ond words to see and to listen to 
these y oungsters with their round 
b eardless, often childish faces. How 
many times during the long nights 
on guard, a couple of paces from the 
enemy , when we were watching side 
b y side, I have drawn near one of 
these y oung heroes, wrapped in his 
coarse cloak, t«> hear him talk of his 
‘mama.* 
For it is alway s thus that 
their reflections end: ‘If 1 should fall 
here, I should feel b adly on account 
of manta.’ 
Many alas, have already 
fallen « luring 
the 
terrib le 
retreat 
from Belgium and especially during 
the first fights of the Marne when 
J off re's order was ‘hold them*— and 
they have held them, the b rave voting 
rascals. 
“Those who say that the French 
have degenerated have not passed a 
night at the ailvimee-posts, as I have 
with these y oung soldiers of the ac­ 
tive* army . 


“ I see that my memories of the 
trenches are carry ing me far away 
from the pretty little town, far from 
the Salle u Honncur of the town hall, 
in which comfortab ly 
seated I am 
writing to y ou. 
The fact is that tin* 
trench haunts one constantly . 
For 
him who with slippered feet reads the 
paper in his home, the trench is a 
sort of ditch which served to shel­ 
ter the soldiers. 
For him who knows 
it, and has lived in it, the trench is 
another thing. 
It is a sort of circle 
of hell, a tomb , b ut a hell and a tomb 
which come to have the charm of 
old acq uaintance, the delight of risk 
and danger. 
It is a sort of card- 
tab le at which on« * wonders 
every 
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minute whether he will draw the card 
of death <>r that of life. 
“The whistling b ullet, the passing 
shelf, the ever threatening mine, the 
apprehension of an attack all makej 
y ou feel that y ou are living danger­ 
ously , that, is, more strongly 
and 
more q uickly . You learn and y ou ma­ 
ture there. 
There von learn patience 
Oh! how long are the nights on guard 
in winter from live in the evening 
un­ 
til seven in the morning. 
There y ou 
learn not to b e curious. 
If y ou raise 
y our hand to see what Mr. German 
is doing, a ni<‘<* little Bzz. makes y ou 
b ow' it humb ly again. 
“The trench is 
a school. 
You 
learn there simplicity and sob riety — 
y our only light the sardine can with 
its melted fat and wick of a night­ 
cap tassel; a shelter in which y ou 
can advance mnly b y crawling and 
where y ou sleep upon straw which 
y ou have gone to get at the peril t>f 
y our life in some b omb arded farm. 
As protection from the 
rain 
y ou 
have a canvass tent cover, -and for 
warmth y ou crowd 
against 
y our 
neighb or. 
It is not alway s possib le 
to have a lire, b ecause in certain ac­ 
tions the german artillery takes the 
smoke for a target and shells the 
spot. 
But we have often had the 
lux ury 
of 
a hearty -fire 
in 
our 
trenches. 
How well 
I 
understand 
worship of tire. 
The hands that we 
stretch toward the holy flames are 
indeed devout, adoring hands. 
“And y et these moments of intim­ 
acy , o f meager comfort are sad. At 
times all b ecomes silent. The thought, 
the » il« *nt regret o f one o f us 
t a ke s 
possession of all our minds like an 
oppressive force. We thing of 
our 
homes and of these 
within 
them. 
From time to time someone raises his 
ey « *s toward the Veiling.’ 
that 
is 
toward tin* tive-trunks covered with 
earth which 
r«A>f the 
shelter. 
This 
glance is easy to interpret: Suppose 
a shell were to come and all on that! 
Then it 
seems 
to 
us 
that 
the 
darkness is a little b lacker and the 
« -old more intense— a little shudder 


s ha ke s us, and the feeling is past. 


“ Most terrib le of all are the nights 
on guard at the advance posts, that 
is in front of the trench and as near 
the enemy as possib le. 
Black nights 
when it rains torrents and when the 
sentries are motionless 
on 
their 
knees in the b are, slippery ground; 
when the corporal goes to post to re- 
i i« *vc them must feel 
around 
for 
them in the ob scurity — and 
every ­ 
where on every 
side, 
the 
little 
Bzz! o f the German b ullets. 
I have 
never missed a single sentry . 
I am 
proud of it, for in the inky 
b lack 
nights that we have had in Decem­ 
b er many other corporals have b een 
known not 
to 
find 
their 
sentries 
again. There i* nothing to guide y ou 
in 
these 
fields 
of colsc-dropp­ 
ed 
grass. 
Impossigle 
to 
call 
out,— the slightest sound 
o f 
y our 
voice would cost y ou a volley . Those 
are the worst moments, when one is 
really 
afraid. 
The 
plain 
soldier 
stands guar« ! for an hour. It is hard 
and it is long, hut the corporal 
goes 
twelve or fourteen times during the 
night to relieve and post the sentries. 
Each time it is a little grip on which

Animal Diseases 


The subject 
of animal diseases 


aud their control received consider- 
able attention at the recent session. 
This was due to the very great loss- 
es which have been suffered during 
the last few years from hog cholera, 
foot and mouth disease and 
other 


contagions animal diseases. 
Many 


lulls were introduced concerning hog 
cholera and the testing and appro- 
val of serums for its prevention and 
for the control of other diseases. 


Three laws were passed each of 


considerable importance. The iirs.t 
provides for the payment of 
dam- 


ages caused by the outbreak of the 
foot and mouth disease in 191-1. The 
state's share in this expense is ap- 
proximately $125,000. 
The federal 


government paid au equal amount. 
No funds were available at the time 
of the epidemic and the state was re- 
quired to assume the obligation. The 
slate is now meeting its part of the 
damages out of the appropriation of 
$1-5,01)0. Payments are made upon 
the order of the government when 
certificates of appraisement made by 
the federal officers are presented to 
him by the state veterinarian. 


The second law of great .signifi- 


cance was the authorizing the state 
veterinarian to establish rules 
and 


regulations concerning the movement 
and transportation of animals, feed, 
that may carry 
disease 
and 
the 


blankets, sacks or 
other 
material 


movement of people to and from pre- 
mises where diseases may exist and 
providing for the di.-int'cclion of pro- 
aii.sc> or materials coming from'any 
place where the contagious 
di.-ease 


of domestic animals exists. 


The siale veterinarian is required 


to public rules and regulations and 
to po.-t the same on the premises and 
also in the vicinity where the I'oal 
and mouth disease exists and publish 
the same in one or more newspapers. 
A copy is also tiled with the county 
auditor who must publish the same 
in one or more newspapers in the 
comity. Aniiniils may lie moved from 
an infected district only when ap- 
pruvod by the state veterinarian by 
any animals moved are at all times 


under the control of the state veter- 
inarian. ' 


It is made unlawful for any per- 


son to offer any animals for sale or 
trade for food purposes 
sjiojring 


physical symptoms of disease unless 
it. has been inspected and pased by 
tjie state veterinarian or his assis- 
tant or by the federal 
inspectors. 


The state veterinarian is given the 
power to slaughter all domestic ani- 
mals that have foot and mouth dis- 
ease or glanders aud destroy any 
feed or other materials that may dis- 
tribute the contagion and the owners 
shall be reimbursed at a fair cash 
value to be determined by appraise- 
ment at this time. 


To aid the state veterinarian the 


board of county commissioners of 
the county, after an appropriation 
has been made by the county council 
may appoint for a period designat- 
ed by them a county 
veterinarian 


who must be a graduate of a veter- 
inary college and licensed to prac- 
tice veterinary medicine in the coun- 
ty. 
The county veterinarian is re- 


quired to report outbreaks of dis- 
ease and to make investigations of 
disease when requested by the state 
veterinarian. 
He receives five dol- 


lars a day for each day actually un- 
jraged in work. 


A special fund of $50,00 per year 


is laid aside by the law as an emer- 
;ency fund to be expended upon the 
order of the governor-in a payment 
for slaughtered animals. 
The law 


makes a penalty of $25.00 to .^50.00 
or imprisonment for not more than 
sixty days or both fine and imprison- 
ment for any person who violates the 
law or who violates any rules or reg- 
ulations made in carrying it out. 


The third law relates to hog chol- 


era. 
It amends the act passed in 


111 I.'! so as to make more specific the 
provisions relating to infected hogs 
running at large or in highways or 
adjoining fields or other owners. 
It- 


is made unlawful for any owner of 
hogs affected with hog cholera to al- 
low them to run at large 
on public 


highway or in any ilields or an other 
or to expose other swine to the dis- 
ease by allowing infected hogs to run 
in fields adjoining others owners in 
which hogs are confined or to have 
access to running water that may 
How through other fields where swine 
are confined 
Every owner is re- 


quired to provide for the safe- aud 
proper confinement of hogs affected 
with hog cholera.

Company. The state department for 
several months has realized the dan- 
gerous possibilities, and has brought 
diplomatic pressure to bear on the 
Carranza leaders. Late dispatches 
indicate that the trouble has 
been 


partly overcome. 
However, 
it 
is 


possible that this year's grain har- 
vest in the United States will be seri- 
ously affected. 


In normal years about 200,000,000 


pounds of binder twine are required 
in harvesting the grain, corn and flax 
crops. 
Fi'om two-thirds to 
three- 


fourths of this ies made from sisal 
fiber, practically all of which is pro- 
duced in 
Yucatan, 
and 
exported 


from Progreso. In 1912 a shortage 
was threatened, and the price rose 
from 7 to 12 cents a pound. Then 
it was only a question of price. Now 
American manufacturers are willing 
to pay practically any price. It is 
said that fifty-one decrees relative 
to sisal have been issued by various 
governments in Yucatan, and 
that 


lately three export duties have been 
levied. 
The continued political dis- 


turbances in Mexico caused shortage 
in fiber, but conditions now are much 
more serious. 
High prices will be 


paid if shipments are permitted. 


Weeks ago it was represented 
to 


the state department that the year's 
crop would 
be endangered unless 


heavy shipments of sisal 
continued 


to April 1. Instead 
of 
increases 


there 
have 
been decreases. 
The 


stock in storage is extremely low. It 
is said that prices for future con- 
tracts must take into consideration 
the taxes imposed in Yucatan. The 
government expects to send a war- 
ship to Progresso with sufficient gold 
to pay for such sisal stocks as are 
ready for shipment, this amount, to 
be supplied, of course, by American 
manufacturing plants. The American 
government is interested in the sisal 
shortage because of the danger to 
crops. 
Unless there is plelnty of 


binder twine, some harvesting ma'v 
have to be done by hand, and this 
undoubtedly would cut down the 
yield, which, it is expected, will be 
the greatest in the history 'of 
the 


country.

CONTRAST TO EASTERN LINES 


Opening Statement Shows Line on 


Which Defense Will be Made. 


Thorne Makes Address 


(By United Freu.) 


Chicago, 
March 
30.—Clifford 


Thorne, railroad 
commissioner 
of 


towa and president of the National 
Association of Railway Comniission- 
TS, today opened the evidence on be- 
half of the shippers and the public 
interests which he represents at the 
Western rate hearing before Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Dani- 
els. In part he said: 


"During the past four weeks this 


Commission has heard the testimony 
offered by the officials 
of 
western 


railroads, in favor of an increase in 
their transportation charges, aggre- 
gating millions of dollars annually. 


"We will now present to you the 


evidence on behalf of the producers, 
shippers, and consumers of this wes- 
tern part of the nation. 


"Our 
object is not to make a gen- 


eral onslaught upon the credit 
of 


these western railroads. 
The result 


of our efforts will be rather to help 
to 
establish 
tho soundness 
and 


strength of their credit. 


"As indicating conditions in the 


territory involved only the testimony 
of the Presidents of 
the- Chicago 


Great Western Railroad, the Miss- 
ouri Pacific Railway, and the Miss- 
ouri, Kansas and Texas Railway was 
introduced. Nothing further need be 
said. This commission and the pub- 
lic knows whether they represented 
typical lines or weakling. This pro- 
cedure is in marked contrast to that 
pursued by the Eastern 
Railroads, 


where the chief executives of the 
representative lines testified. 


"We will show you that 
three- 


fourths of the traffic in this territory 
is being handled by companies that 
arc earning above all operating ex 
peuses, and all interest on bonds and 
debt, from six to sixteen percent on 
all of their capital stock outstanding 
in the hands of the public. 


"Heretofore the 
railroads 
have 


been far better equipped than the 
shippers in cases involving 
rales; 


but in the present case the Commis- 
sions of sixteen western states, in 
compliance with state laws, have se- 
cured the services 
of au 
eminent 


corps of expert accountants and sta- 
tisticians, and are looking after the 
interests of the public . 


"Joined with the commissions are 


the representatives of upwards of 
300,000 manufacturers, 
merchants, 


grain dealers, live stock dealers; am: 
oilier 
producers 
and 
consumers, 


scattered throughout the territory. 


"Wo will demonstrate to you some 


mistakes in the figures offered by the 
railroads. We do not call them mis- 
representations for all of us are li- 
able to err at tunes. It is not nec- 
essary for us to parade glaring, sen- 
sational incidents of high finance 01 
questionable acts. It is a cold blood- 
ed business proposition. The famous 
Gould printing press scandal, where 
they made Erie stock over night, anc 
incident that will probably be famous 
for all time, only involved some $23,- 
000,000. The present movement for 
increased freight, 
and 
passenger 


rates involves several limes that sum 
of money, not just at one time, bu

lluntington. Ind.. Mar. :i().—A de- 


scription of life in the trendies of 
the French army, as experienced and 
written by a polished college pr.-jfcss- 
or serving as a corporal, has come to 
Mrs. J. K. Malott of Hunting.n in 
the form of a letter written liy Ihe 
Frenchman to liis American wife in 
1'aris. The letter was forwarded to 
America to show how little the wait- 
ing women of Europe are allowed to 
know about their loved ones. 


The professor-corporal- is 
Louis 


Cons, who was professor of French 
at Bryn Mnwr when war was declar- 
ed. Re hurried to France and entcr- 
eil the army, liis wife was with him. 


Mrs. Cons is an American girl, re- 


membered in lluntingloii 
as 
Mi<s 


.leauetle Curtis. 
Mrs. Cons won a 


fellowship at Swarthmnre and went 
to Germany to study. There she met 
Louis Cons. 
Cons could not speak 


English, and his wife could not speak 
French. However, both could speak 
German and 
their 
courtship 
was 


carried on in a language foreign to 
both their native tongues. Later they 
came to America. 


The letter t'lwni Cons to his wife 


which was copied and forwarded by 
Mrs. Cons follows: 


''Can yon imagine your cnrpor.il 


husband still all white with the chalk 
of the trenches, still smelling oi' the 
powder and the fever of the tiring 
line, can you imagine him comfort- 
ably seated in the great hail (Salic 
d'llonneur) of a modern t:::\vnliall, 
and writing these line's to you

Henry Fifty table'? For my part it 
all seems tonne a sort of Haroun-al- 
raschidian fantasy—and 1 can't get 
over it. 
Nevertheless for two days 


past and for two days 
mure—oh 


brief royalty!—I am secretary of the 
military bureau in the large town 
or little city of V—where we arc in 
the rest-cantonment 
before 
going 


back to the lines. 


''My functions consist in taking 


my place in the said hall by the said 
table not far from an antique lire- 
place in'Svnich "flames a good big fire-, 
fragrant or resin, and in drawinir up 
passes for the vine-growers who are 
going to their vine-yards.—for here 
we are in the country of the wine of 
the kings. 
It is the first town .we 


bave seen in this region which has 
not been bombarded, and we are as- 
tonished to see houses intact and 
streets not torn up by 
exploding 


shells! The inhabitants arc hospit- 
scarcely touched them. Nevertheless 
the enemy is not far away and the 


music of the cannon 
follows 
us 


faithfully. 


"In the evening if you could go 


with me upon the little hill yonder 
you would wonder at the prodigious 
Sin-works of .the exploding shells 


I from the big cannon or the 
signal 


rockets which go off like shooting 
stars and spread out on the horizon 
in blue (lower-like flames. 


"Certain aspects of this atrocious 


struggle are 
fairy-like, 
theatrical. 


When there is a bombardment our 
soldiers call it the Fourth of July. 
1 believe that for many of them (es- 
pecially among the young men of the 
active service) the war is a sort of 
celebration with lots 
of 
accidents, 


'broken croc-kerf' as they put it. If 
you knew how magnificently 
brave 


they arc, these boys of twenty! With 
out patriotic exaggeration, or journ- 
alistic b;.mh;isi, they 
are 
simply 


stunning. On the firing line, they are 
the ones \\iio brave up the older men 
the 
homesick 
and 
the anxious 


fathers of 'families. 
It is touching 


beyond words to see and to listen to 
these youngsters with their round 
beardless, often childish faces. How 
many times during the long nights 
on guard, a couple of paces from the 
enemy, when we were watching side 
by side, I have drawn near one of 
these young heroes, wrapped in his 
coarse cloak, to hear him talk of his 
'mama.' For it is always thus that 
their rellections end: 'If I should fall 
here, I should feel badly on account 
of mama.' Many alas, have already 
fallen (hiring the 
terrible retreat 


from liclgmm and (.•specially during 
the first lights of the Marne when 
J'jfTre's order was 'hold them'—and 
they have held them, the brave young 
rascals. 


"Those who say that the French 


have degenerated have not passed a 
night at the advance-posts, as 1 have 
with' them- young soldiers of the ac- 
tive army. 


"I see that my memories of the 


trenches are carrying me far away 
from Ihe pretty little town, far from 
the isalle d'llonncnr of the town hall, 
in which comfortably 
seated J am 


writing t-j you. The fact is that the 
trench haunts one constantly. 
For 


him who with slippered feet reads the 
paper in his home, the trench is a 
sort of ditch whii-li served lo shel- 
ter the soldiers. For him who knows 
it. and has lived in it, the trench is 
another thing. It is a sort of circle 
of hell, :> tomb, but a hell and a tomb 
winch come to have the charm of 
old acquaintance, the delight of risk 
and danger. 
It is a sort of card- 


table at which one wonders every 


s. 
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minute whether he will draw the card 
of death or.tUat of life. , 


"The wliistling""biillet, the passing 


shell",-the ever threatening mine, the 
apprehension of an attack all make'! 
you feel that you are living- danger- 
ously, that, is, more strongly 
and 


more quickly. You learn and you ma-: 
ture there. There you learn patience 
Oh! how long are the nights on guard 
in winter from five in the evening un- 
til seven in the morning. There you 
learn not to be curious. If you raise 
your hand to see what Mr. German 
is doing, a nice little F>xz. makes you 
bow it humbly again. 


"The trench is 
a school. 
You 


learn there simplicity and sobriety— 
your only light the sardine can with 
its melted fat and wick of a night- 
cap tassel; a shelter in which you 
can advance lonly by crawling and 
where you sleep upon straw which 
you have gone to get at the peril of 
your life in some bombarded farm. 
As protection from the 
rain 
you 


have a canvass tent cover, -and for 
warmth you cruwtl 
against 
your 


neighbor. 
It is not always possible 


to have a fire, because in certain ac- 
tions the german artillery takes the 
smoke for a target and shell* the 
spot. 
But we have often hail the 


luxury 
of 
a hearty-lire 
in 
our 


trenches. How well I 
understand 


worship of fire. The hands that we 
stretch toward the holy flames are 
indeed devout, adoring hands. 


"And yet these moments of intim- 


acy, of meager comfort arc sad. At 
times all becomes silent. The thought, 
the silent regret of one of us takes 
possession of all our minds like an 
oppressive force. \\'c tiling of 
our 


homes and of these 
within 
them. 


From time to time someone raises his 
eyes toward the 'ceiling.' 
that 
is 


toward the tree-trunks covered with 
earth which ro'of the 
shelter. 
This 


glance is easy to interpret: Suppose 
a shell were to come and all on that! 
Then it 
seems 
to 
us 
that 
the 


darkness is a little blacker and the 
cold more intense—a little shudder 
shakes us, and the feeling is past. 


"Most terrible of all are the nights 


<jn guard at the advance posts, that 
is in front of the trench and as near 
the enemy as possible. Black nights 
when it rains torrents and when the 
sentries are motionless 
on 
their 


knees in the bare, slippery ground; 
when the corporal goes to post to re- 
lieve them must feel 
around 
for 


them in the obscurity—and 
every- 


where on every 
side, 
the 
little 


B;:z! of the German bullets. I have 
never missed a single sentry. I am 
proud of it. for in the inky 
black 


nights that we have had in Decem- 
ber many other corporals have been 
known not 
to 
find 
their sentries 


again. There is nothing to guide you 
in 
these 
fields 
of oolse-dropp- 


ed grass. 
Impossigle 
to 
call 


out,—the slightest sound 
of 
your 


voice would cost you a volley. Those 
are the worst moments, when one is 
really 
afraid. 
The 
plain 
soldier 


stands guard for an hour. It is hard 
and it is long, but the corporal goes 
twelve or fourteen times during the 
night to~relieve and post the sentries. 
Kach time it is a little grip on which
